This Time--Judge Overturf is Elected Senator-Results, 


Of Tuesday's Battle of Ballots. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 6.—The latest 


revised returns show the Republicans 
to have elected twenty members of the 
Senate and the Democrats 13. In the 
House the, Republicans have sixty- 
eight members and the Democrats 42. 
This is a Democratic gain of four 
Senators and a Republican gain.of 
three 
representatives as 
compared 


with two years ago. The official fig- 
ures will not place the Republican ma- 
jority on joint ballot in the legisla- 
ture far from 30.- Figures are still in- 
definite on Nash's plurality, but it will 
hardly drop below 60,000. 


The latest figures show Republican 


gains in the legislative districts as 
follows: 


Senate: First district three senators; 


twelfth district, one senator; fifteenth 
and Sixteenth district, one senator. 


House: Clermont one, Hamilton 8, 


Montgomery one, Muskingum one, Per- 
ry one, Prebel one, Ross one, Sandus- 
ky one and Williams one. 


Republican legislature looses com- 


pared with legislators of two years ago 
were: Senate—Tenth district, two, and 
'Twenty-fifth district four. House- 
Adams and Pike one, Cuyahoga 10. 
and Franklin four. Thus the Repub- 
licans lost exactly the same number of 
legislators that they gained, the vic- 
tories and defeats of two years ago 
being simply shifted about this time. 
With the exception of the changes in 
results in the counties and districts 
noted above, all those of the state 
went yesterday as they had gone two 
years ago.

Few housekeepers remember, as they 


should, that when it is necessary to 
dilute strong tea it should be done with 
water at the boiling point The pool- 
flavor of tea, made strong at first and 
then reduced, such as is too often serv- 
ed at receptions and "at homes," is 
usually caused by the addition of hot, 
not boiling, water to the first infusion. 
A lesson in this matter may be had 
from the Russians, who serve the most 
delicious tea in the world, and who pre- 
pare it first very strong, making it al- 
most an essence of tea. This is diluted 
to the strength wished, with water 
kept boiling in the samovar. 
This 


water is not allowed to boil and reboil. 
but is renewed as needed. Freshly 
boiied water is insisted upon by all 
connoisseurs in teamaking.

The fish 
gave a dart that made the boat jump 
as though a steam engine were pulling 
it.
